life as that of King Leopold is found in the ex 


preasiOBe inspired by his illness and death. No- 
nhere is there a word of appreciation and sym- 
pathy, the dead monarch is given credit for un- 
bounded courage in all things and for remark- 
able business sagacity, but here the commenda- 


tion ends. The darker phases of his life and char< 
acter form the principal theme. 
His heartless 


> ruelty toward his wife and two daughters, the 
utter shamelessnesB of his private life, and the 
unspeakable barbarities of his rule fh the Congo 
ar\ pictures too Indelibly stamped on the public 


mind to be effaced even in the hour of his death- 


King Leopold long ago sacrificed the respect 


and affection of his people, and the result !• seen 
now when, on the announcement of his passing, 
Bnmels officially put on mourning but privately 
remained utterly Indifferent 
If the truth wers 


known It Is probable that most patriotic Belgians 
are secretly glad that the long rule of Leopold Is 
at an end. Judged by moat standards It has been 
a good rule for the country, for the King pos- 
sessed rare executive ability and a-degree of finan- 
cial skill that amounted to genius. He encouraged 
the development of Industries and made Belgium 
an Important commercial 
country, 
Considering 


only the question of profits, his rule in central 
Africa was a success, and he has bequeathed to tn*. 
Belgian nation a colony of Immense value. 


But his private life was so outrageously at 


variance with all accepted standards of morality 
that it brought constant reproach on his people. 
In America or England—Indeed, in 
almost 
any 


European country except Belgium—such 
a 
Tlf« 


would not be tolerated In a ruler for six months, 
and the one who attempted to lead It would find 
himself without a throne, But Leopold kept up 
his miserable mutation of Charles II and Louis 
XIV through all the adult years of his long life, 
and for exactly forty-four years of that time he 
tuhd as King of the Belgians.

ing the. price of beef in the large cIMes of the coun- 
try 
It finds that the retail cost charged to con- 


suiners above the wholesale price ranges from 17 
per tent In Baltimore to 46 per cent In Chicago. The 
lower the grade of beef the greater the percentage 
of profit. It should follow,' therefore, that the pro- 
portionate consumption of that kind of beef must 
be greater In Chicago than In New York, where the 
retailer's gross profit is only 20 per cent.

They will exonerate the 


v holesaler and fall foul of the local butcher with his 
40 per cent of gross prof't. But the retailers betray 
no symptoms of great wealth. Every now and then 
one of them fails in business.
